7YLL  SEEDS  are  quoted  F.O.B.  El  Monte,  California,  for  delivery  after  harvest 
jTA.  crop  1937,  60  days  net,  less  2%  cash  30  days.  All  invoices  payable  in  U.  S. 
dollars  in  or  by  New  York  or  Los  Angeles  Exchange.  All  overdue  accounts 
subject  to  sight  draft  without  further  notice. 

Bags  and  containers  will  be  charged  at  cost  and  are  not  returnable.  There 
will  be  no  charge  made  for  bags  smaller  than  the  one  pound  size  ( 5x772  inches). 

We  reserve  the  right  to  change  any  or  all  prices  in  this  list  without  notice. 

For  every  order,  we  agree  to  plant  sufficient  land  to  produce  the  desired 
quantity  of  seed  under  normal  conditions. 

In  case  of  crop  shortages,  orders  will  be  filled  pro  rata  only. 

Crop  failure  or  any  cause  beyond  our  control  releases  us  entirely  from 
delivery.

Prices 

RICES  quoted  in  this  list  go  into  effect  imme¬ 
diately,  superseding  all  previous  quotations. 

As  you  will  notice,  we  have  discontinued  the 
quarter-pound  price.  All  orders  of  4  ounces  or 
over  will  be  charged  at  the  pound  rate;  all  orders 
under  4  ounces  will  be  charged  at  the  ounce 
rate.  We  have  eliminated  charges  on  all  bags 
up  to  the  one-pound  size  (5"x71/2,/). 

Shipping  Information 

Domestic:  Time  is  important.  Many  of  our 
customers  use  the  Air  Mail  exclusively  to  save 
time  and  get  the  most  possible  out  of  our  rapid 
order  filling  and  delivery  service.  We  suggest 
that  you  do  the  same.  If  your  order  is  sent  to  us 
by  Air  Mail  from  the  east  coast  it  arrives  the 
second  day,  is  filled  the  same  day  it  arrives  and 
if  shipped  by  Parcel  Post  seed  will  reach  you 
within  seven  days  from  the  time  the  order  left 
your  office.  Correspondingly  less  time  is  needed 
when  shorter  distances  are  covered.  For  faster 
delivery,  seeds  shipped  by  Air  Mail  or  Air  Ex¬ 
press  will  reach  you  within  four  days  from  the 
time  your  order  is  sent  to  us.  For  the  greatest 
possible  saving  in  time,  send  your  order  by  wire  to  be  shipped  by  air;  seeds  will 
arrive  within  two  to  three  days  from  the  time  ordered. 

Contrary  to  the  general  impression,  Air  Express  is  not  expensive.  Rates  are 
calculated  on  the  basis  of  half  pounds,  and  are  very  close  to  the  ordinary  Parcel 
Post  rates.  Air  Mail,  which  is  more  expensive,  is  calculated  on  an  ounce  basis 
and  goes  as  first  class  mail.  Air  transportation  is  no  longer  in  the  experimental 
stage;  it  is  an  established  fact — safe,  sure  and  economical. 

Regarding  rail  shipments,  both  Parcel  Post  and  Express  will  take  4  to  5  days 
to  reach  the  east  coast.  When  the  shipment  is  over  10  pounds  in  weight  it  is 
cheaper  to  ship  by  express,  but  when  it  is  less  than  10  pounds  Parcel  Post  is 
cheaper.  Parcel  Post  packages  marked  "Special  Delivery"  are  given  first  class 
mail  service  and  will  go  through  practically  as  fast  as  first  class  matter. 

Shipments  of  75  pounds  or  over  can  be  sent  most  economically  by  Freight. 
Package  cars  leave  Los  Angeles  twice  a  week,  arriving  in  Chicago  the  7th  morn¬ 
ing  and  in  New  York  the  10th  morning.  Contract  orders  and  others  placed  con¬ 
siderably  in  advance  of  the  time  needed  should  be  sent  by  Freight. 

Foreign:  We  urge  our  foreign  customers  to  use  the  Air  Mails  when  sending 
rush  orders.  Although  there  is  as  yet  no  regular  Air  Mail  service  across  the 
Atlantic,  there  is  a  great  saving  in  time  on  both  sides  of  the  ocean,  and  Air  Mail 
letters  are  given  preference  over  regular  mail  in  all  handlings.  There  is  a  place 
for  Air  Mail  even  with  our  Australian  customers.  If  a  fast  boat  has  been  missed, 
Air  Mail  will  catch  it  a  few  hundred  miles  out  at  sea  and  save  many  days  delay. 

When  sending  orders  by  cable,  we  suggest  the  use  of  our  number  code  to  cut 
down  on  words  and  expense.  Five  numbers  in  a  unit  may  be  sent  for  the  cost  of 
one  word,  a  rate  which  reduces  costs  considerably.

A  FULLY  double  Hollyhock  of  the  Chafer  type  which  will  flower  in  six  months 
from  the  time  seed  is  sown — that  is  the  outstanding  characteristic  of 
Bodger's  Annual  Double  Scarlet  Beauty.  The  size  of  flower  and  plant  habit  are 
identical  with  the  Chater  Hollyhocks,  but  this  new  annual  can  be  sown  in  spring 
for  summer  flowers  the  same  year.  In  color  pure  intense  scarlet,  gorgeously 
highlighting  the  garden  scene,  Scarlet  Beauty  is  the  first  of  what  will  later  be  a 
whole  race  of  annual  flowering  double  Hollyhocks  of  this  type.  In  those  sections 
of  the  country  where  Hollyhocks  winter  over  with  difficulty,  this  new  annual 
double  Hollyhock  fills  an  important  need,  and  for  all  gardeners  it  will  save  a 
whole  year's  time  in  growing.  Plants  will  winter  over  where  Chater  varieties  do, 
and  the  variety  is  classed  as  a  perennial  which  blooms  the  first  year  from  seed.

Tithonia  Speciosa  Grandiflora  Fireball  (Bodger) 

DAZZLING  as  a  ball  of  fire  poised  high  above  other  flowers,  Fireball  is,  un¬ 
doubtedly,  the  last  word  in  brilliance  of  color  in  a  fall  blooming  plant. 
Many  who  have  known  and  enjoyed  Tithonia  Speciosa  have  considered  it  the 
brightest  possible  flower  for  fall  use.  With  the  introduction,  however,  of  Fireball, 
this  older  variety  is  entirely  overshadowed.  Fireball  is  a  very  brilliant,  vibrant 
shade  of  scarlet  orange,  the  petals  in  dazzling  contrast  to  the  clear  yellow 
center.  The  gaily  colored  flowers  are  single,  very  large,  4  V2  to  5  inches  in 
diameter,  and  are  carried  on  fine  long  stems.  The  plants  are  very  tall,  some 
reaching  a  height  of  8  or  9  feet,  with  a  fairly  heavy  growth  of  grayish  green, 
woolly  foliage.  They  are,  however,  neat  in  appearance,  filling  in  well  from 
the  very  base  of  the  plant  to  the  top,  and  unlike  the  older  Tithonia  Speciosa  do 
not  become  ragged  looking.  In  southern  warm  districts,  seed  should  be  sown 
in  late  spring  outdoors,  while  in  the  northern  sections  it  should  be  started 
indoors  and  the  plants  set  out  after  danger  of  frost  has  passed.  Tithonia  Fireball 
is  a  tender  annual,  flowering  late  in  the  season,  and  is  not  subject  to  plant 
diseases.  It  is  extremely  showy  in  the  garden  and  an  excellent  new  cut  flower 
variety.  The  flowers  will  keep  five  or  six  days  when  cut.  We  have  every  con¬ 
fidence  that  Fireball  will  be  one  of  the  headline  flowers  of  the  1938  season.

Petunia  Giants  of  California 
Bodger's  Supreme  Florist  Strain  (Bodger) 

FOR  MANY  years  visitors  to  our  growing  grounds  have  admired  our  stocks 
of  the  Giants  of  California  type  of  Petunia.  We  have  been  especially  com¬ 
plimented  on  a  strain  of  rose  and  pink  shades  which  we  have  been  working  on 
for  several  years.  This  strain  we  are  now  offering  as  Bodger's  Supreme  Florist 
Strain.  It  is  of  the  well  known  Giants  of  California  type,  with  very  large  ruffled, 
shallow  open  throated  flowers,  freely  produced  on  strong  growing  plants  which 
may  be  as  much  as  two  feet  tall  by  the  end  of  the  season.  It  is  an  excellent 
bedding  variety  as  well  as  a  fine  window  box  type.  Flowers  are  produced  in 
less  than  4  months  from  the  time  seed  is  sown,  the  first  one  appearing  when 
the  plant  is  only  a  few  inches  tall.  We  have  for  some  years  had  a  demand  for 
this  type  of  Petunia  in  a  color  range  comprising  the  lighter  rose  and  pink 
shades,  and  feel  that  it  will  be  a  welcome  addition  to  the  large  florist  type.

Cuphea  Firefly 

IN  OUR  quest  for  a  plant  which  is  dwarf,  compact,  neat  in  habit,  and  showy 
for  modern  gardens,  it  is  a  joy  to  discover  Cuphea  Firefly.  A  newcomer  this 
season,  Firefly  has  all  the  characteristics  needed  in  a  dwarf,  compact  plant.  The 
flowers  are  small  and  delicately  formed,  fiery  cerise  red  in  color,  and  are  freely 
produced  on  compact  plants  which  reach  a  height  of  about  10  inches.  The 
general  effect  of  a  plant  when  in  full  bloom  is  a  ball  of  fire,  recommending  itself 
at  once  as  a  subject  for  the  rockery,  for  window  boxes,  for  flower  pots,  or  as  a 
border  or  edging  variety.  It  is  a  tender  annual  flowering  readily  in  twelve  to 
fourteen  weeks  from  seed,  and  blooms  profusely  throughout  the  summer  months.

Cosmos  Sensation  Pinkie  and  Purity  (Bodged 

THE  Sensation  type  of  Cosmos  is  today  the  favorite  for  cut  flower  use.  The 
fact  that  the  flowers  are  of  immense  size,  4  to  5  inches  or  more  in  diameter, 
with  broad  heavy  fluted  petals  which  slightly  overlap,  giving  a  very  full  single 
flower,  make  it  ideal  for  cut  flower  use.  These  large  flowers  are  carried  on  very 
long  strong  stems  and  are  freely  produced  on  plants  which  reach  a  height  of  3  to 
4  feet  and  have  a  fairly  heavy  growth  of  foliage.  The  flowers  are  produced  within 
8  to  10  weeks  from  the  time  seed  is  sown.  While  the  flowers  are  large  enough  for 
any  ordinary  use,  some  may  prefer  to  disbud  for  even  larger  blooms.  Pinkie  is 
the  delightful  rose  pink  shade  found  in  the  popular  mixture.  Purity  is  the 
glistening  white  also  found  in  the  mixture.  These  two  varieties  are  now  avail¬ 
able  as  separate  colors  for  the  1938  spring  trade.

7VLL  DURING  the  course  of  our  experimental  work  in  developing  wilt  resistant 
_£~\_  strains  of  Asters,  it  has  been  extremely  difficult  to  obtain  resistant  strains 
of  the  Giants  of  California  type.  This  year,  however,  we  are  particularly 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  introduce  a  wilt  resistant  strain  of  the  very  popular 
color,  Light  Blue,  in  this  excellent  and  popular  Aster  type.  The  flowers  are  large, 
fluffy,  full  petaled  and  of  good  substance  in  a  clear  shade  of  azure  or  Light  Blue. 
The  stems  are  long,  with  very  few  lateral  branches,  and  the  plants,  which  are 
about  three  feet  tall,  are  of  good  sturdy  growth.  Flowers  will  be  produced 
during  the  early  part  of  September,  earlier  than  the  non-resistant  giants.

Morning  Glory  Scarlett  O'Hara 

FEW  plants  are  easier  to  grow  or  give  a  more  colorful  and  satisfying  return 
for  the  care  given  them  than  the  Ipomeas  or  Morning  Glories.  Scarlett 
O'Hara  is  an  entirely  new  color  in  this  popular  flower — rich  dark  wine  red  or 
deep  crimson.  The  flowers,  while  not  as  large  as  Heavenly  Blue,  are  of  good  size, 
freely  produced  on  fast  growing  vines  which  are  very  showy  for  covering  a 
fence  or  trellis.  The  foliage,  which  is  a  fairly  dark  green,  is  not  heavy,  making 
a  plant  graceful  in  appearance.  Scarlett  O'Hara  will  undoubtedly  be  one  of  the 
popular  Morning  Glory  varieties,  especially  in  the  southern  warmer  latitudes.

Puya  Alpestris  (Green  Irish  Yucca)  and  Alpestris  Coerulea 

THE  PUYA  is  a  very  showy  and  most  remarkable  plant  which  comes  from  the 
Chilean  Andes  and  is  related  to  the  pineapple.  It  is  large  and  strong  grow¬ 
ing,  and  when  in  bloom  somewhat  resembles  a  large  Yucca,  with  flower  stalks 
as  much  as  six  feet  high.  The  flowers  are  most  unusual  in  appearance,  large 
and  showy,  produced  in  great  number  in  a  panicle  of  branches  on  the  tall 
flower  stalks.  The  plants  remain  in  flower  over  a  period  of  several  weeks  as 
there  is  a  succession  of  buds  from  the  stem  outward.  The  most  unusual  charac¬ 
teristic  is  the  color.  Alpestris,  or  the  Green  Irish  Yucca,  is  a  striking  bright 
metallic-looking  Irish  green  shade,  and  Alpestris  Coerulea  has  flowers  of  a 
rich  dark  indigo  blue.  The  foliage  is  very  ornamental,  white  on  the  underside 
and  grey  green  on  top.  The  plants  are  fairly  resistant  to  cold,  have  stood  a 
temperature  of  20°  F.  in  California  and  were  not  affected  in  any  way.  They 
would  be  perfectly  hardy  throughout  the  south  and  probably  as  far  north 
as  North  Carolina,  while  in  Australia  and  South  Africa  they  should  do  extremely 
well.  Puyas  have  been  flowered  in  the  south  of  England,  in  Wales,  and  in 
Ireland,  but  in  these  damper  climates  care  must  be  taken  to  plant  them  near 
a  dry  wall  for  drainage  and  warmth  in  winter.  The  plants  grow  readily  from 
seed,  requiring  approximately  five  years  to  flower,  and  need  very  little  water 
after  they  are  established.  They  will  thrive  in  either  a  rich  or  poor  soil,  although 
they  prefer  a  rich  loam  mixture.

OF  ALL  the  hundreds  of  new  flower  introductions  which  have  come  under 
our  observation  during  the  course  of  the  past  few  years,  none  has  caused 
so  much  comment  from  visitors  to  our  farms  as  this  little  Dwarf  Cup  Flower, 
Nierembergia  Hippomanica.

Plants  are  definitely  dwarf,  compact — 
streamlined,  if  you  will — and  not  over  5  or  6  inches  tall,  and  with  a  spread 
of  only  8  to  10  inches.  Foliage  is  light  gray  green,  very  inconspicuous,  and 
there  are  literally  dozens  of  flowers  in  bloom  at  a  time  throughout  the  summer. 
As  an  edging  plant,  for  the  border  along  a  walk,  or  to  outline  beds  of  larger 
flowers,  it  has  no  equals,  while  for  use  in  the  rockery  it  is  unexcelled  and  is 
extremely  lovely  in  a  window  box  or  in  flower  pots.

ASTER  WILT 


We  have  had  so  many  inquiries  as  to  just  what  wilt  resistance  in  Asters  really 
is  that  we  feel  a  few  notes  on  the  subject  are  in  order  at  this  time. 

The  so-called  wilt  disease  of  Asters  is  caused  by  a  specific  parasitic  fungus,  which 
may  attack  the  plant  at  any  stage  in  its  growth  from  the  seedling  to  the  seed- 
producing  age.  The  spores  of  the  fungus  may  be  carried  on  Aster  seed  and  on 
inert  matter  with  the  seed,  on  the  implements  used  in  preparing  the  soil,  and  in 
the  soil  itself.  When  once  introduced  into  the  soil,  it  persists  indefinitely  and 
makes  the  land  “aster  sick,”  that  is,  whenever  an  ordinary  strain  of  Asters  is 
planted  into  that  particular  soil  at  any  time  thereafter,  the  wilt  fungus  living  in 
it  will  attack  the  plants  and  they  will  die  off  at  some  stage  of  their  growth. 

A  wilt  resistant  strain  of  Asters,  however,  is  one  which,  although  planted  on  the 
very  sickest  soil  available,  will  withstand  the  attacks  of  the  fungus  and  develop 
into  strong,  healthy  plants.  Just  as  some  people  or  animals  withstand  the  attacks 
of  certain  diseases,  while  others  become  sick  at  the  first  sign  of  an  epidemic,  so  the 
resistant  strains  of  Asters  will  withstand  the  attack  of  the  wilt  fungus,  while  the 
non-resistant  strains  will  succumb.
